THE “FRIGHT WAVES.” 


Toward the end of June, one of the periodical waves of fright 
possessed Warsaw and a number of Russians sent their families 
eastward. It was almost impossible to induce any of the shops to 
accept paper money on account of the hoarding of silver. During 
the first two weeks in July there came a lull, which did not deceive 
the Consuls representing the allied countries. These officials re- 
membered the three hours’ evacuation notice given them last De- 
cember and they were in close touch with the embassies, all pre- 
paring to leave. Conditions were outwardly calm on Tuesday of 
last week, when the British Consul was asked by the Russian authori- 
ties how many tickets would be needed by the British colony. Then 
suddenly the “bluff” was swept away. 

Thursday evening, July 15, the Russian authorities announced 
in the newspapers that the city's official evacuation would begin on 
the following Sunday. As a matter of fact it began immediately. 
Police visited every house and told the “‘stroosh,”’ or porter, to try 
and induce the inhabitants in his building to leave at once, for 
Russia (as distinguished from Poland.) 


Free transport on the railway to any destination in Russia and 
grants of money were promised. Unlike the partial evacuation of 
last December, every effort was put forth to induce citizens to leave 
Warsaw, the police showing a kindness and sympathy which greatly 
touched them. 

Rolling stock, consisting mainly of empty freight cars, was 
quietly accymulated on the sidings for a week until thousands of 
cars were available. During Friday, Saturday and Sunday trains 
of refugees were dispatched eastward, the cars being occupied by 
men, women and children as closely packed as possible. While 
350,000 citizens, including nearly half of Warsaw's ghetto, thus de- 
parted eastward, nearly another 350,000 of peasants came trooping 
into the Polish metropolis from the neighboring districts. Practically | 
the entire population of the country on the north, south and west 
came in a ceaseless procession day and night, the tired, dust-whitened 
peasant families with their cattle and portable goods thronging the 
roads converging on Warsaw. In the city itself, literally tens of 
thousands of homes were broken up instantly. I know of four cases 


of men worth more than $1,000,000 last month who are now nearly 


penniless. 

STRIPPING WARSAW. 
Simultaneously with the evacuation all property likely to be 
useful to the enemy, especially metal and machinery, was removed 
or destroyed. Factories were feverishly stripped and the owners 
of the plants were granted free transport to the eastward for what 
they could save. Day and night one heard the periodical roar of 
a dynamited factory plant that was embedded in concrete Or was 
too cumbersome to dismantle and transport.

LOS ANGELES STEAMSHIP 
SEIZED BY THE GERMANS.

“CUTTHROATS” 
RAISE A FUSS. 


San Joaquin Farmers Clash 
with Reclamation Board. 


Resent Paying Out Money to 
Protect Others’ Lands. 


So the Whole Matter May 
Get into the Courts. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
SACRAMENTO, July 29.—Litiga- 
tion is assailing the State Reclamation 
board in divers forms by reason of its 
attempt to bring order out of chaos 
in neclaiming and protecting the delta 
lands in the Sacramento and San Joa- 
quin river valleys. This isa problem 
that confronted the first settlers and 
that seems even farther from solution 
than when California first became a 
State, sixty-five years ago. 
V. 8. McClatchy is editor of a Pro- 
gressive newspaper which is as “wet” 
as the Sutter basin during the spring 
overflow of the Satramento River: 
he is also chairman of a “Progressive” 
commission, whieh exercises autocratic 
powers over State reclamation dis- 
tricts. His paper supports the adminis- 
tration and the administration sup- 
ports his reclamation projects. Inci- 
dentally, he and his brother commis- 
sioners receive $20 a day and expenses 
while the reclamation process is g0- 
ing on. 
FEAR EVAPORATION, 


Col. J. P. Irish is chairman of an 
association of delta farmers whose 
lands are being “reclaimed” out of 
their possession by reason of special 
assessments levied by the reclamation 
board for the furtherance of its rec- 
lamation projects, Col. Irish asserts 
that he and his associates secured the 
creation of the State Reclamation 
Board at the 1913 seasion of the Leg- 
islature in order that there might be 
a fixed body in charge of the much- 
needed reclamation work in the delta. 
But he alleges that the board turned 
and bit the hand that reared it when 
it levied a $250,000 assessment this 
summer for a mythical purpose which 
the delta farmers cannot discover, and 
which they suspect is to pay for in- 
competent engineers, and is likely to 
“evaporate” in overhead and office ex- 
pense. These Sacramento River farm- 
ers are resisting this assessment in the 


courts. 
SOME OPPOSITION. 


Another association of farmers in 
the San Joaquin Valley is making a 
similar resistance. They assert that 
their lands are already safely re- 
claimed, and they want no help from 
any one; they are howling like derv- 
ishes against paying for the protec- 
tion of other peoples’ lands, claiming 
that the purpose of the law is toe bene- 
fit the Sacramento Valley. They allege 
that the danger of overflow from the 
San Joaquin River is inconsiderable. 
There has been a lively exchange of 
newspaper amenities. The farmers 
have been referred to as “cutthroats” 
by the supporters of the reclamation 
board, and the farmers have threat- 
ened in turn to form a committee to 
present a hempen necktie to the chair- 
man of the reclamation board the 
next time he visits their community. 


LINES SWEPT AWAY. 


Political fences have been swept 
away by the flood of oratory as ruth- 
lessly as those of the farms by the 
spring tides. Senator Chandler of 
Freano was being groomed as the Pro- 
gressive candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor. He is one of the millionaire 
supporters of the administration. But 
when he returned home from the last 
seasion of the Legislature he made a 
statement to Progressive Editor Row- 
ell’s paper in which he reflected on 
the kind of politics played by the rec- 
lamation board in the delta con- 
troversy. His interview carried the in- 
ference that the board was making 
vee of its official position to favor 
the Sacramento project. 

SOMEBODY LIED. 
Chairman McClatchy became 
wrathy that he went outside the col- 
umns of his own paper to respond. He 
sent a signed statement to Rowell’s 
paper in which he applied a form 
of a certain “shorter and  ueglier 
word” to Senathr Chandler, and sue«- 
gested that it was about time for the 
cock to crow. Rowell responded 
shortly afterward with an editorial in 
which he remarked that Editor Mc- 
Clatchy is a little man who secured 
the little learning that he has in a 
“litle red schoolhouse.” a polite form 
of calline him an “A.P.A.” — 

Next the administration press agent 
was brought into service to extol 
Chairman McClatchy as a big man 
who was endeavoring to do a big thing 
in a big way: the delta farmers were 
classed as foolish peopl* whom it was 
necessary to protect acainst them- 
selves. Rival committees fought 
pitched battles last week for posses- 
soin of the Congressional Reclamation 
Committee, which was here to tnspect 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin Val- 
ley lands, 

REALLY SERIOUS QUESTION. 
The situation here on the Sacra- 
mento River is really a serious one; 
it seems too big for men of the caliber 
of the members of the Reclamation 
Board to handle. Seven counties are 
included in the present reclamation 
plan. Flood control is mixed in with 
it. The Sacramento River is very 
human, so human in fact. that it has 
a mouth that ts emaller than ite head. 
When the spring floods come the water 
rushes down from the Feather and 
American rivers in greater volume 
than the Sacramento River can 
handle; then it backs up and floods 
low lands for miles. The Sutter by- 
pass has been proposed to form a 
channel to relieve this high water 
pressure. But the trouble with all 
the by-pass projects is that they 
would increase the volume of water 
that would empty into the lower Sac- 
ramento. That increase would be suf- 
ficient to crush the levees and flood 
all the low lands for forty miles north 
of the mouth of the river. So the 
State and the Federal government are 
assailed by two contending forces. 
One demands that the by-passes shall 
be cut to relieve the flooded lands 
along the upper Sacramento, and the 
other that they shall not be cut until 
the mouth of the river has been wid- 
ened and dredged and levees builded 
sufficient to care for the extra volume 
of water which would be turned into 
the lower Sacramento. 

Whatever is done some holdings are 
bound to be hurt, and just as it is 
human nature to holler louder from 
pain than from pleasure, a hundred 
that are injured can make more noise 
than a thousand who are benefited. 
The last chapter in “reclamation” 
literature comes today in the form of 
a reply from the delta farmers who 
resent being called “cut throats” by 
reason of their opposition to the plans 
of the Reclamation Board. It is 


signed by Col. Irish of the Delta 
Association and concludes as fullows: 


FARMERS’ REPLY. 


“The truth is that these “cut 
throats” of the reclaimed lands began 
at their own expense the work of flood 
control before there was any Recla- 
mation Board. After the disastrous 
floods of 1906 they met at Rio Vista, 
organized the San Joaquin-Sacramento 
Improvement Association and elected 
as its president Capt. A. BE. Anderson. 
They proceeded by voluntary subsecrip- 
tion to raise $250,000 to buy the and 
needed to uncork the mouth of the 
Sacramento River. This association 
procured the passage of the jaw in 
1913 creating the Reclamation Board 
and enlarging its authority. That 
they are disappointed with the resulis 
I will not deny. They expected thet 
the board would have the services of 
a competent engineer whose conc iu- 
sions would inspire confi-lence. Instead 
of this the board has only a sub- 
ordinate of the State Engineer's of- 
fice, a person of no presence and no 
acquirementa. 

“The Reclamation Poard t« meet- 
ing now with a widesnrew! resistance 
which I regret, but a resistance which 
is due to its maladroit exercise of its 
‘arbitrary power.’ It hus leviec a tax 
of $250,000 on the delta farmers, 
without proper notice or explanation 
of the use to be made o* the money. 
The tax was due June 15 and delbn- 
quent July 15. It began to draw 7 
per cent. interest at the firet date, 1° 
per cent. was added at the second 
date, and the land of delinquents was 
to be immediately sold. and their 
homes taken away from them. This 
burden put upon farmers between seed 
time and harvest has naturally caused 
resistance. Taxation is legally sup- 
posed to be the payment for benefits 
received by the taxpayer. The Iec- 
lamation Board has not attempted to 
show such benefits. From the time 
of John Hampton, resistance to non- 
beneficial taxation has been regarded 
as the duty of free men, 

“It ie the bellef of the best informed 
men on the rivera that the board has 
failed in its duty. In the opinion of 
the men who are called on to pay a 
mid-summer tax of $250,000, the 
equalizing basins should have been 
left open until the uncloaking of the 
Sacramento is extended up river from 
Rio Vista to the exit of Yolo basin. 

“All that the ‘cut throats’ want to 
know of Mr. McClatchy and the Rec- 
lamation Board is what is to be done 
with the money’? If it is to pay the 
salary of an incompetent engineer or 
to evaporate in overhead and office 
expense they will resist payment, and 
will ask the next Legislature to put 
the Reclamation Board out of busi- 
ness, They had that board created 
for beneficial work. and not for orna- 
ment, nor the sniffing of incense and 
the enjoyment of autocratic power.”

SAN FRANCISCO, July 30.—Aus- 
tralia’s system of universal compul- 
sory military training for home de- 
fense, established after it was ap- 
proved by Earl Kitchener, in 1911, 
was described today to members of the 
United States army student camp at 
the Presidio by Capt. J. W. Niesigh, 
retired, chief intelligence officer for 
the State of New South Wales, at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. 

Capt. Niesigh said the movement: 
had become popular and girls volun- 
tarily took up physical training in the 
schools as a consequence. 

“The system requires every boy 
when 12 years old to commence physi- 
cal training in the schools,” he said, 
“at 14 he must register for service, 
becomes a ‘senior cadet’ and is taught 
elementary military drill and disci- 
pline.

SUFFERING IN SONORA. 


A etatement signed by forty Mexi- 
can residents of Sonora and forward- 
ed to the Red Cross said there was 
great suffering. many families hav- 
ing only one scant meal a day. 

“In the stores run by the govern- 
ment for the benefit of the poor.” 
the statement continues, “there are 
only beans and corn for sale and one 
kilo of flour for a family. This is 
not enough. There are also only two 
of these places in this town of over 
12,000 inhabitants. The grain buai- 
ness is nronopolized by the Governor 
and his people to the great detriment 
of the public. 

“We do not want war. We desire 
to work in peace and save our fam- 
lies from starvation, even if the gov- 
ernment does deny that hunger ex- 
ists. This statement of the govern- 
ment is false, as we known that hun- 
ger exists and we feel sure that some 
Cases of actual starvation have oc- 
curred.”

QUITS OFFICE. 


TOO MUCH BRIBERY GIVEN AS 
THE REASON. 


{SY PaciFic 

TOKIO, July 30.—The Japanese 
Cabinet, headed by Count Okuma as 
Premier, has tendered its resignation 
to Emperor Yoshihito. This action 
followed the résignation yesterday of 
Viscount Kanetake Oura, Minister of 
the Interior, following an investiga- 
tion by the Ministry of Justice into 
bribery charges resulting from the 
parliamentafy elections last March. 


Viscount Oura’s resignation was sanc- 
tioned by the Emperor after a report 


him by Count Okuma. 

Premier Okuma, believing he shoujd 
hold himself responsible for the acts 
of the members of his Cabinet, was 


the first to tender his resignation. The 
other Ministers immediately decided 
to follow the example of their chief. 

After receiving Count Okuma, the 
Emperor summoned the elder states- 
men for a conference. A Cabinet 
change at this time is unpopular with 
the public because of the war. 

Two cases have been mentioned as 
responsible for the crisis. The first 
was the charge that 10,000 ven 
($6000) had been offered Viacount 
Oura by a candidate for the House 
as the price for keeping a rival candi- 
date out of the field. The Minister 
of the Interior denied having ac- 
cepted this bribe, bet K. Hayashida, 
Chief Secretary of the lower House, 
who was arrested Wednesday, has 
been quoted as admitting receiving 
the money and distributing it for 
campaign purposes. 

The second case involves two rep- 
resentatives charged with accepting 
bribes to desert the Seyukali, or Con- 
servative party, and support the gov- 
ernment in its campaign for an in-

MRS. BECKE 
INCONSOLABLE. 


Says She will Expose the 
-Methods of Prosecutor. 


No Justification for Tactics 
Employed, She Insists. 


Details of the Execution of 
the Former Lieutenant. 


[BY A. PF. DAY WIRE.) 


OSSINING (N. Y.) July %30.—A 
statement credited to Mrs. Charles 
Becker, wife of the New York po- 
lice lieutenant executed this morning 
for complicity in the Rosenthal mur- 
der, was given out here shortly after 
her husband's death. 

“I shall never rest,” she was quoted 
as saying, “until I have exposed the 
methods which were used to convict 
my husband. Whether he was gulity 
or Innocent, there was no justification 
for the means employed to convict 


him. 

“I would rather lose all the other 
members of my family, as dear as 
they are to me, than to lose Chartie. 
No one can take his place. 
the ten years of our mdrried life I 
never had occasion once to regret that 
I was his wife. 

“Charlie was no angel. He made 
no pretense of being one. He was 
just an ordinary human being, and 
perhaps that is why I loved him so.” 

DOCTOR'S STATEMENT. 

De W. O. Stillman of Auburn, who 
assisted in the autopsy. said that 
Becker showed wunesual resistance to 
the electric fluid, showing him to be 
an unusually powerful man. 

Recker led the way to his own exe- 
cution. The condemned man sat up 
all night on the edge of his cot, 
calmly talking te Deputy Warden 
Charlies H. Johneon. 

“T have got to face it,” said Beck- 
er, “and IT am going to meet it quiet- 
ly and without trouble to any one.” 
The deputy warden left Becker 
about an hour before the time set for 
the execution. and when the priests, 


Father W,. EB. C in. the prison 
priest, a Father Curry of New 
York, came to administer the last 


rites they found the man who instigat- 
ed Herman Rosenthal’s murder with 
his face resting on his hand, gazing 
at the prison floor. The priests re- 
mained with him to the end. 
It was shortly after 5 o'clock when 
the firet of the witnesses of the exe- 
cution began to assemble outside the 
prison walls. Quietly thetr names 
were checked off by Deputy Warden 
Johnson, who directed them te take 
their places at a gateway that led 
directly .to the execution chamber. 
Then the witnesses were led to the 
Place of execution In a new death- 
house, which had been built adjoin- 
ing the old execution chamber, where 
the four gunmen were put to death 
over a vear ago for killing Rosen- 
thal. When the witnesses were seated 
Deputy Warden Johnson nodded to 
the principal keeper, Fred. Dorner, 
and thev left the room through a 
small wooden door that led to the 
death celle bevond, where Becker was 
previne with his spiritual advisers. 
Becker rose to hie feet when he 
eaw Johnson and took a crucifix from 
the hand of the prison priest. To Fa- 
ther Curry, Becker gave his last mee- 
gage as he took his place at the head 
of the flle of men who marched to the 
room of deat 

HIS MESSAGE. 
Becker's measage, which he uttered 
to the priest. was: 
“T am not guilty by deed, or con- 
spiracy. or in any other way. of the 
death of Rosenthal. IT am secrificed 
to my friends. Bear this message to 
the world and my friends. . Amen.”

After his wife had said farewell 
shortly after midnight, Becker main-' 
tained a casual conversation with’ 
Deputy Warden Johnson, who sat be- 
side the screen in front of his cell. 
Sometimes he smoked cigars, after 
which he would tet his head fall up- 
on his hand and gaze refiectively at 
the concrete floor for minutes at a 
time. Dawn found him seated on the 
edge of his cot. carefully pinning a 
photograph of his wife on his white 
shirt just over his heart. Then, as if 
he desired to have her all to him- 
self. Recker put on a thin biack alpaca 
coat, which he tightly buttoned. The 
photograph was not seen by the wit- 
nesses until the prison physician 
opened his coat as he gat in the death 
chair. 

Recker was put to death by the 
State executioner, whose name ie un- 
known to the public. This man suc- 
ceeded State Electrician Davis. and he 
said he would not take the job unless 
his name was kept secret. 

Becker's executioner sald that in 
his opinion the man had died instantly 
at the first contact. 

An autopsy on the body of Becker 
was performed, according to law, im- 
mediately after the execution. After 
the body had been removed from the 
electric chair, Samuel Haynes, a negro 
murgerer, was brought into the execu- 
tion¥room and electrocuted. One of 
Becker's last requests to Warden Or- 
borne was that he be put to death 
before the negro Haynes.

All stocks 
of copper in pipe factories and plumb- 
ing shops, copper used for household 
ware—copper of every kind wherever 
found—was removed. were the 
stocks of itronmongers, hospital sup- 
Plies and officers’ kits. 

Warsaw knew no stoppage of work 
in that week end. The huge 
the banks, the telegraph offices, the 
law courts and the various municipal 
departments were busy dismantling 
their quarters and packing their 
archives and portable equipment for 
immediate transportation to Russia 
proper, 

Through the streets endless columns 
of laden carts and lorries converged 
on the Praga and Alexandrovski 
bridges across the Vistula, only 4 
group of soldiers with their legs 
dangling over the side distinguishing 
them from the wagon containing 
peasants with a few sacks of potatoes 
that contain the banks’ millions of 
rubles in paper money or the irre- 
placeable records of law courts. 

REMOVING THE COPPER. 

Day and night thousands of soldiers 
were briskly stripping league after 
league of copper telegraph wires from 


the poles. The church doors were 
flung open “and the edifices were 
crowded with weeping and praying 
Poles and Russians among whom 
passed the ministering priests in their 
gorgeous robes, while aloft in the 
towers the huge bronze bells were un- 
slung, lest they become food for the 


Krupp cannon later on.- All the 
church bells, archi treasures, 
gem-studded ritualistic Implements, 


acreens, vestments and ikons are now 
being carried over the Vistula and 
away to Russia. It is reported that 
the vault of the Church of the Holy 
Cross in Krakoviska etreet was 
opened and that the sacred heart 
preserved there was removed to Mas- 
cow. 

The telephone exchange was 4@is- 
mantied. The dyrnamos supplying 
Power to the street cars were removed 
as were all wheels and detachable fit- 
tings of the cars, to be taken to Rus- 
sie. All the crepe areund Warsaw 
were destroyed when no troops could 
be spared to garner them. Villages 
are being razed and the city’s suburbs 
are being surrounded with trenches. 
Suburban residents have been ordered 
to retire into the city to avoid injury 
in the rear-cguard action which 
Planned while the last dynamiti 
are carried out. The three Vistula 
bridges imecluding the new Praga 
bridge, more than a mile tone and 
costing $6,000,000, are lined with sand 
bags and wires are ect in readiness to 
explode land mines at the last moment 
before the Germans enter Warsaw. 

Warsaw is now without postal serv- 
ice and only two or three military field 
telephone and telegraph wires connect 
it with Bussia. The evacuation of the 
towne between Warsaw ad Brest- 
Litovsk is beginning and hardly 299@,- 
000 persons remain. Food costs ten 
times more than it did last month. 
There is no public water supply. the 
machinery operating the pumps hav- 
ing been transported to Russia, and a 
typhoid epidemic its expected. More 
than 6000 wounded soldiers remain tn 
the hospitals. 

Since Wednesday, July 21, every 
Wheeled vehicle has been taken across 
the Vistula with nearty all the horses. 
Two thousand hackney carriages are 
beim driven by their owners across 
Russia for a distance of nearly 1009 
miles to Moscow,

The opportunity for expansion as 
well as the thoroughness with which 
the harbor situatioh has been studied 
are revealed in the plans already per- 
fected for enlarging the port facilities 
of Los Angeles as fast as the need 
arises. The scheme of development 
now being followed out along the 
sreat outer harbor municipal slip is 
to be practically duplicated along the 
main harbor channel when the 
growth of shipping demands it. This 
will be preceded by the widening of 
the channel itself to 1000 feet. 

Railway tracks for all future outer 
harbor needs are contemplated in the 
comprehensive scheme of switching 
arrangements evolved by the city en- 
gineers. The tracks will continue to 
follow the base of the bluffs lying 
back of the main channel at San 
Pedro, spreading out fan-wise at the 
edge of the harbor area proper. Their 
number will be increase’ as shipping 
increases, the neck of level land 
through which the main traffic ar- 
teries pass inland being widened as 
extra ground is required.

CAN MAKE NITROGEN, 


The Potash Embargo in Germany 
Can be Overcome by Fiectrical 
Drafts from the Atmosphere. 
[Thomas F. Logan in Leslie’s:] If 
the United States had been foresighted 
there would be no occagion now to 
worry over the lifting of the German 
embargo on potash fertilizer. It is 
said at the State Department that the 
embargo has been partially lifted. It 
is likely that it will be clamped down 
again. The need of such fertilizer in 


scientific processes have already given 
the world a complete equivalent for 
the potash on which Germany has a 
virtual monopoly, and it is this coun- 
try’s own fault that modern opportu- 
nities have been neglected, The suc- 
cessful fixation of the nitrogen of the 
atmosphere has made it possible for 
any country which has a large supply 
of cheap power te become commer- 
cially independent, not only with re- 
gard to the potash supplies from Ger- 
many, but with regard to the nitrate 
deposits of Chile. If even a fair per- 
centage of the vast volume of water 
wer mow going to waste in the 
United States were developed it would 
soon be impossible, even in times of 
peace, for Germany or Chile to com- 
e with domestic manufacture of 
nitrate fertilizers in the markets of 
the United States. At present nego- 
tiations are progressing for the es- 
tablishment of a great nitrogen in- 
a@ustry on the Saguenay River, in Can- 
ada, development to involve 
000 horse power. The industry is al-

A Call for More Rodds. 


SOUTH PASADENA, 29.— 
[To the Editor of The Times:] Per- 
mit me as a taxpayer to express the 
hope that our Supervisors Will soon 
call an election for the propased bond 
issue to construct various roads in 
Los Angeles county. We have not kept 
abreast with our neighboring coun- 
ties, which in proportion their 
population and taxable wealth have 
expended much more money than we 
have on roads; Kern county, for in- 
stance, with one-twelfth of omr popu- 
lation has incurred an indebtedness 
of $2,500,000 for roads alone.) As our 
indebtedness today is only about $3,- 
000,000 for all purposes, there does 
seem to be any good reason. why we 
should delay these improvements, es- 
pecially when it t# evident that every 
cent expended for this purpose will 
repay itself many times over. 

It Is proposed to connect the great 
Antelope Valley with Pasadena and 
Los Angeles by two direct roads. The 
increased values to land in that valley 
will result tn increased taxes to the 
county, sufficient probably, to’ pay off 
the bonds. Every settler in the valley 
would be able to haul his produce to 
our markets and return the same day 
if using an auto truck, or the next, if 
In a team. It took me just three and 
a half days to make the trip a few 
years ago from South Pasadena to my 
ranch in the mountaina on Big Rock 
Creek, and on one. of these days we 
traveled until nearly midnight. The 
saving to travelers, tn the wear and 
tear of their automobiles a ve- 
hicles, in gasoline, oil, etc., Yin be 
very large. 

The existing roads by way af Bou- 
quet Canyon and the Soledad and 
Mint Canyons are of little or n@ bene- 
fit to the residents of Pasadeha and 
the San Gabriel Valley, nor ‘to 
people of Palmdale, Lancaster: Little 
Rock or Big Rock Creek districts. 

The construction of these roads will 
add a most valuable asset, in thé sight- 
seeing attractions for our people and 
visitors as well. This point was con- 
vincingly presented by Congressman 
Randal! to the Board of Supegsvisors 
at the recent meeting held to discuss 
the advisability of calling an election 
for bonds to construct these and other 
needed roads in the county. Mn Ran- 
dall cited Switzerland, whose moun- 
tains were the attractions for Ameri- 


cans, at an expense to them, and a 
consequent revenue for the peaple of 
Switzerland, of over $200.000.060 an- 


nually. Mr. Randall also alluded to 
the enterprise of San Bernardino 
county, in opening up its mopntain 


attractions, and the great benefits de- 
rived therefrom. 

Too much emphasis also cannot be 
laid upon the great need of providing 


work for our unemployed people. Op- 
portunity for. employment is eded 
at this time, and not in a 


year or 
two from now, or later. 4 

It is also of extreme importafice to 
have thes@ new roads to facilitate the 
work of Forest Supervisor Chariton, 
and his corps of fire fighters.! One 
fire alone will do more injury in one 
year than the interest and sinking 
fund amount to for that year. These 
roads would reduce the danger from 
fires very much. 

To those who seem to fear that the 
voting of these bends in quéstion 
would endanger the approval by the 
people of the proposed State thond 
imue to be voted upon next year, let 
me say this. These two plans go 
hand in hand, the State roads will 
give us three transcontinental toutes 
and three to the northern patt of 
California. Under the law, a8 read 
by Supervisor Hinshaw, Los Angeles 
county must construct the roa a to 
connect with the State roads o tof 
its own funds. To wait until. the 
election and the subsequent time icon- 
sumed in constructing the tate 
roads would mean a delay of a nhum- 
ber of years, and meanwhile - we 
would lose the advantages and Hene- 
fits from these mountain roads in 
the Arroyo Seco and San Gabriel ean- 
yons. 
Moreover, the saving effected in 
carrying out the proposed wor to 
eontrol our winter floods, will vA a 
heavy item alone. It is probably in 


these canyons, Arroyo .Seco and.San 
Gabriel, where most of the work will 
be done to control the Winter fidods. 
Without good roads the work cannot 
be carried on at all or at a very great 
expense. 

In fine, the construction of all these 
roads is like casting bread upon? the 
waters, the benefits derived a hungred 
fold their expense.

The con- 
tractor came to the Building’ In- 
spector’s office at noon Saturday, say- 
ing he had replaced the defective pipe 
and asked for a final inspection so he 
could fill the trench. Johnson was 
about to leave on his vacation and In- 
wepector Young went to the place and 
‘approved the job. Mr. and Mrs. 
;/Stokes say the defective pipe was not 
: removed. The contractor says it was 
taken out. Chief Inspector Hackus 
seid that after considering the matter

The Crime of '73. 


OME years back we used to hear a 

lot of feverish conversation about 
the “Crime of '73.” Perspiring politi- 
cians when unable to think of any- 
thing else would charge each other 
with the responsibility for that dis- 
tressing tragedy, while the rank and 
file did not really know whether it was 
a matter of poisoning or plural mar- 
riage. The better-informed thought 
that it was not considered a crime un- 
til long after it happened—that, in 
fact, the perpetrators gloated over its 
commission. In a vague way it was 
supposed to have something to do 
with the mental well-being of Con- 
gressman Dick Bland of Missouri, as 
that hirsute statesman was wont to 
refer to all happenings as being before 
or. after that gloomy incident—just as 
historians have considered the flood 
or the hegira. 

Nevertheless, the crime of '73 came 
mighty near being an asset for the 
Missourian. Because of his foaming 
denunciations of it he almost bagged 
the Democratic Presidential nomina- 
tion in 1896. If our spellbinding 
friend from Nebraska had not done 
some frothing on his own account, Sil- 
ver Dick would probably have had the

Greenback pafty 
were pledging them- 
selves not to shave 
until the crime of '73 
was avenged. Asa 
result,- the Middle 
west furnished some + 
of the finest clumps 
of brush seen since 
the days of the cave 
man. A man with a 
seven-foot stand of alfalfa was liable to 
carry a tag saying: “I will not mow 
this spinach until silver is freed ” 

They fancied that the crime of °73 
had something to do with shackling 
white money. 

The Goddess of Liberty on the 
silver dollar was the white slave we 
hear so much about. 

But in the flight of time people have 
gradually realized that this pioneer 
imagination was at fault. The real 
crime of '73 was committed by the un- 
named fiend in human form who in 
the spring of that year climbed over 
the fence on the farm of Joshua Biggs, 
in the Mississippi Valley, and shot the 
fertile soil full of the fluffy seeds of 
the Russian thistle. 

Had the farmers. and ranchers of 
America only known, they would 
have bought up that tract at a thou- 
sand dollars an acre, plowed it nine 
feet deep and burned it in a crucible. 
But they knew not, and when the 
rains descended and the sun followed, 
this thistless thistle took possession of 
America. 

At first there was thought that this 
rather attractive new crop might form 
an acceptable fodder for the phleg-

Meanwhile, 
this Russian vandal continued to 
spread. The passing winds carried 
the dinky little . seeds broadcast. 
They mixed and fraternized with 
other germs and in a few seasons the 
whole blooming countryside was 
decked in the sage-green colors of the 
invader. The crime of '73 was affix- 
ing its poison to the whole blamed 
land 


There is nothing else in the wide 
world quite as hardy as the Russian 
thistle. It will thrive and spring into 
leafy splendor in a country where 
even the horned toad will curl up and 
die. To high-browed botanists it is 
known as Salsola kalitragus, and it 
certainly acts the part. It is also 
known in different sections of our in- 
flicted nation as Russian cactus, Rus- 
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sian saltwort and Russian tumble- 
weed As the darned pest is not 
really a thistle, the last name is doubt- 
less the best one. The way it rushes 
and tumbles over our otherwise pleas- 
ing scenery is something that makes 
us peevish to contemplate. 

This tumbleweed is patient in its 
hardiness. It will grow almost unno- 
ticed in a field of grain and it will fall, 
like the rest, under the reaper. Pres- 
ently it will spring up from the roots 
among the stubble, and in a few weeks 
the field will look as if there had never 
been anything there but Russian this- 
tle since the days of Noah. 

Under the continued burning rays 
of the summer sun other weeds will 
shrivel and die, but not so the Russian 
thistle. The hotter and dryer it is, 
the better it likes it. Hell must be 
full of it, and we wish there was room 
for it all. It enjoys life amid the 
sands and stones of the desert, and 
will even grow upside down on a 
barbed-wire fence. 

It is more prolific than the house- 
fly or the shad. One plant is good 
for about 30,000,000,000 seeds, and 
every seed is a miracle of fertility. 
You can’t kill the Russian thistle by 
amputation. The more you cut it 
down the bigger and stronger it gets. 
It is just like pruning an apricot tree. 
You can dig it up by the roots, burn 
the whole business and throw the 
ashes in the well; then when you plow 
and cross harrow the land, just wait. 
When the first rain comes, you will 
notice your crop springing into life— 
Russian thistles, b’gosh! 

If any marketable crop were as 
thrifty as this no-account thistle, ev- 
ery land owner in the State would be 
a millionaire. If Lute Burbank could 
only graft the Smyrna fig on the Rus- 
sian tumbleweed, so that we coukd 
grow figs from thistles, every child in 
America would have fig jam for break- 
fast. If any man can devise a use for 
the fiber, leaf, root or plant of the 
Russian thistle he can make so much 
money that Carnegie would resem- 
ble a pauper by comparison. 

Russia may have a good deal to 
answer for, but this thistle is the limit. 
If the Czar would deal his deadliest 
blow to Germany let him take a bat- 
tery of vacuum cleaners with fan 
blower attachment. Let him reach 
the German border with his equip- 
ment. With a few tons of Russian 
thistle seed the rest would be easy. 
Let him fill his lines with the deadly 
germs and then turn on the reverse 
with his blowers. As the seéds fell 
like a filmy cloud on the fertile Ger- 
man acres the beginning of the end 
would be registered. For the next 
generation the Dutch farmers would 
be too busy fighting Russian thistles 
to fight Russian infantrymen. The 
Czar could then exclaim to the Kaiser: 
“There, doggone you, take that!” 

The State of California has es- 
sayed to handle weed problems by 
legislation, but the Russian thistle 
does not seem to be amenable to law. 
It defies rope, halter, fire and flood. 
In the Chino district the ranchers are 
orgapizing 
dry season the roots are loosened from 
the sandy soil and then the Santa Ana 
breezes blow them all over the coun-~ 
try, merrily scattering their seeds as 
they flit over the scenery. Also when 
aman buys a mess of high-priced 
lawn seed he seems to draw an aver- 
age of about 30 per cent. of Russian 
histle. When it gets to fighting with 
the young grass and clover there is 
some work ahead for the whole house- 
hold. 

In our ive State adminis- 
tration we will presently have a Rus- 
sian thistle commissioner at $5000 per 
year, with authority to issue subpoe- 
nas and writs of injunction. He will 
go out on the highways and command 
the tumbleweed to desist under penalty 
of the law. 

And that will be another thing the 
Russian thistle has to answer for.

Temperature and Ventilation.

ABOUT CURTAINS. 
To Dry Without troning. 


[New York Press:] Place two extension 
brackets on the wall about six feet apart 
and seven feet from the floor. If wall is 
plastered, be sure they are in a studding. 
In the baseboard, directly under each 
bracket, place a screw hook with the hook 
turned down. (Those which come with 
curtain rods are best.) Get two narrow 
slats about six feet long from a carpenter 
shop. Wash curtains, and while wet run 
one slat through frill and place on brackets. 
Run other slat through hem and catch un- 
der lower hooks. Put on one pair at a 
time. Full them on slats slightly and they 
will dry in beautiful folds. They cannot 
stretch, and require no ironing, not even 
the edging. Lower hooks may be adjusted 
if curtains are not all one length. 


Suggestions for Pretty Hangings. 


There are many pretty curtains. One 
has a lace edging, with a lace insertion to 
match, and farther in a panel border effect 
furnished by six squares of lace, all hav- 
ing decidedly different patterns, and these 
are enframed in a lacy band. Some muslin 
curtains have rose band borders, others 
are cleverly combined with cretonne in the 
one piece, giving the effect of separate 
scrim and cretonne draperies. The cre- 
tonne and scrim combination is much fa- 
vored.

Grass Trimmings Utilized. 


{Woman's Home Companion:] The short 
grass trimmings from the lawn are very 
useful for feeding fowls, especially if the 
runs are bare during summer. Feed the 
chickens a portion of the clippings as soon 
as they are cut, then spread the balance 
out to dry where the air can get at them, 
stirring them once a day until well cured. 
Then store in a dry place. Grass that is 
damp or only partly cured will spoil if piled 
in a heap in close quarters.

Glassware and Breakage.

Then there is the postage for mailing—1 
cent each if sent as printed matter and 2 
cents if mailed sealed as first-class. There

Mining in the West. 


Buropean war has given a tremen- 
dous impetus to mining all over the 
country, which of course means particularly 
the West. Out in Inyo county, where the 
Death Valley merges with the great Call- 
fornia Desert, mining is particularly active. 
Among the twisted and contorted mountains 
of the Funeral and Panamint ranges an 
army of men is now working to develop the 
mines in one of the richest sections of the 
Great Southwest. In the McCausland mine 
more than $125,000 has been invested in ma- 
chinery, trucks and development work. 

In Arizona the McCracken mine, forty 
miles south of Yucca station in Mohave 
county, is expected to be one of the busiest 
silver producers of the world. The superin- 
tendent says: “Figuring silver at 50 cents 
an ounce, we have $700,000 worth of ore in 
sight, and there is no estimating how much 
remains yet unexposed. If we operate the 
mill which we plan to erect 360 days in the 
year our annual production may be 2,880,000 
ounces of silver.” 

Up in the northern part of California the 
Plumas Eureka mine, for many years the 
greatest gold quartz producer in California, 
has been reopened after a long period of idle- 
ness. The rich ore out of this was extracted 


low-grade quartz was left by the operators 
of that day. It is said to have yielded in ex- 
cess of $10,000,000 of gold, and its dividend 
record runs to $2,831,000. 

Gold and silver are not the only active 
mining propositions in the Great West, but 
lead, copper, zinc and man? other minerals 
are being worked at feverish heat. The Ari- 
zona mines in 1914 yielded a total of gold, 
silver, copper, lead and zinc valued at near- 
ly $60,000,000. The gold production ran to 


more than $4,000,000, the silver to $2,384,647 
in 1913, rising fn 1914 to $2,421,031. The 
copper output of Arizona for the year 1913 
/ran more than $63,000,600, which dropped in 
1914 to a little more than $52,000,000. But 
,all these records have been broken in the 
current year because of the war.

A bruise on an 
orange, peach or other fruit, imperceptible 
when made, may before the fruit reaches 
the market produce decay which will utterly 
spoil that particular specimen. Naturally 
much attention has been given to the gath- 
ering, packing and shipping of fruit during 
the last thirty years. This industry called 
into being as a necessity the refrigerator

About the latest device is a picking sack, 
or as the correspondent of The Times at 
Redlands says, a “picking sleeve.” This is 
fastened to the person of the picker in the 
tree, and as the fruit is picked and put into 
the sleeve it slides down gently along an in- 
clined plane toward the bottom of the sack, 
filling it up by degrees and preventing the 
bruising of the fruit which results in so 
much decay. California orchards are far 
away from the great population making the 
consumers of our fruit. It is from two 
weeks to a month from the time the fruit 
is picked until it reaches the table of the 
ultimate consumer. Here is a chance for 
every little bruise to do its worst, and the 
fruit shippers say that 50 per cent. of the 
loss from decayed fruit is because of this 
bruising in picking and packing.

Headache, Enemy of Efficiency. 


NE of the large corporations which its 
especially concerned with the health 
and efficiency of its employees has a 
bulletin giving some facts and suggestions 
about the relationship between headaches 
and efficiency. “During the first three 
weeks of March,” it says, “there were 544 
cases of headache reported to the hospital. 
Possibly there were as many more not re- 


ported. The point is, that people suffering 


from headache are not as efficient as others, 

“Lots of nren and women think: 
just a headache. It will pass.’ Then they 
let it go at that and continue to suffer. 


or any other disease. 


“Any headache is important enough to be 


the subject of special study and advice. 
The treatment that will cure somebody 
else’s headache probably will not do you 


any good. Maybe you need something en- 


tirely different. Be sure you get the right 
advice and then follow it. 
“Some headaches result 


inside the head and can't get out fast 
enough. Most headaches come from im- 
proper foods, drinks and eating too rapidly. 
Still others come from poor eyesight.” 


Poor ventilation is also a fertile cause of 


headache, with resulting inefficiency. The 
new Federal building for the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, at Washington, has 
recently established a highly scientific and 
efficient ventilating system which, accord- 
ing to the medical officer, has resulted in 
an improvement of the quality and quantity 
of the printing, and a marked impression in 
the health and vigor of the employees. Last 
year 2000 employees applied for treatment 
of headache. Since moving into the new 
building there have been one-half as many

Causes of Shortened Lives. 


Forty-three of the leading insurance com- 
panies of the United States and Canada 
have compiled from their records a sum- 
mary of occupations and conditions that 
tend to shorten life. These records show 
that among locomotive engineers the mor- 
tality was 60 per cent. in excess of that ex- 
perienced among the insured as a whole, 
which is equivalent to five years’ reduction 
in the average lifetime. 

The mortality among working miners in 
underground metal mines was more than 


double that among other insured men. This 


means an average reduction of nine years in 
their lifetime.

the temperature varies much from day to 
day. Clothing that is comfortable in the 
evening, therefore, causes perspiration in 
the daytime, and the outer garments are 
removed. “Under these conditions one does 
not realize that he may be in a chilly draft, 
and neglects to protect himself by proper 
covers. Authorities profess to believe that 
drafts and sudden changes of temperature 
do not uce colds, but that persons to 
catch cold fhust be exposed to some of the 
specific bacteria. Yet they admit that these 
conditions are predisposing ‘c@uses, and they 
are dangerous.” 

It- really makes very little difference to 
the person who has caught a cold whether 
itis a “bug or a breeze” that caused it. 
The point is that he has it. But in all prob- 
ability he would not have it if he had not 
become chilled in some way that is usually 
avoidable. 


Dust and Lung Troubles. 


It is generally supposed that dust-laden 
air is usually germ-laden, and therefore pe 
cullarly lable to produce such lung infec- 
tions as tuberclosis. There is no gestion, of 
course, that the dust from streets where 
there is horse traffic contains a high per- 
centage of harmful germs; but it seems 
pretty clearly established that clean dust, 
such as that in flour mills and cement 
works, is not the fertile source of consump 
tion that it was formerly supposed to be. 
Indeed, it appears that cement workers, 
whose numbers have been steadily increas- 
ing during the last few years, are peculiarly 
free from pulmonary complaints 

An investigation of four of the largest 
count) hospitals located in the victnities of 
cement plants recently, showed that consid- 
erably less than 1 per cent. of the patients 
under treatment for tuberculosis were ce 
ment workers. And Frederick L. Hoffman, 
statistician for the ‘Prudential Life Insur- 
ance Company, states in this connection: 
“The evidence of medical men and others, 
is generally negative. Pulmonary com- 
plaints, phthisis, and asthma, appears to be 
conspicuously absent,” among cement work- 
ers. “There is no evidence of life being 
shortened, but on the contrary, the longev- 
ity of cement workers is remarkable, men 
being frequently found at work at the age of 
60 years and upward.” 

It is not to be supposed that particles of 
dust entering the lungs would fail to pro- 
duce harmful effects eventually. The point 
is, however, that very few of these particles 
actually get into ‘‘e lungs. Nature has 
provided a means of preventing this catas- 
trophe in the arrangement of the lining 
membranes of the nose. And investigation 
shows that these membranes do their work 
so effectually that practically every parti- 
cle of dust is caught before it reaches the 
lungs, even in the dusty atmosphere of ce- 
‘ment works and flour mills. 


Keeping the Skin Soft. 


‘The skin is kept soft and pliable under 


but there are innumerable ways in which 
the pliability is destroyed and it is ren- 
dered hard, the hardening being followed 
by cracking and greater or less irritation. 
The hands especially are subject to innw 
merable minor injurious influence such as) 
-frequent-wettigg and drying; the action of 
cold. winds: of varios ‘including 
acids and alkalies in various trades; of tan- 
nin in vegetables in domestic service; of 
dust and ashes. Probably the majority of 
occupations involve a certain degree of in- 
jury to the skin of the hands, and while this 
is not so serious as to demand medical 
treatment, the frequent use of harmless 
demuicents adds much much to the com- 
fort of Many persons. 

All bland oils are emollient, but they be- 
come rancid on exposure to the air, and 
ordinarily they are inconvenient to use on 
the hands unless they are thoroughly rubbed 
into the skin. Even this may be trouble 
some; petrolatum for this purpose is quite 
inconvenient, though commonly used. 
Many persons find glycerine irritating, espe- 
clally women and children who have sensi- 
tive skin. Others find it a most convenient 
emollient when diluted with at least an 
equal volume of water. It is applied after 


washing and wiping the hands, but while 


normal conditions by its natural secretions, 


they are moist. A mixture that has been 
found useful consists of equal parts, by 
measure, of glycerine, water and solution 
of hydrogen peroxid. Rose water in equal 
amount may be substituted for the water, or 
a small amount of benzoin or other flavor- 
ing may be added.—(Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association.

Trained. Dogs of War. 


In France they have now established 
“training schools” for teaching dogs to 
search out the wounded on battlefields, and 


bring them relief. These dogs are taught. 


to seize the wounded man’s cap and bring it 
to the ambulance men, after leading the 
way to where the wounded man is lying. 
To overcome the possibility of the wounded 
soldier having lost his cap, so that the dog 
will have no means of indicating his find, a 
piece of cotton cloth is tied In the dog’s col- 
lar in such a manner that it may be re- 
moved by a single pull. When the wounded 
man has removed this cloth, the dog returns 
to headquarters and brings relief. The fact 
that the cloth Is gone Indicates to the am- 
bulance men that a wounded man has been 
found. 

During the early period of the war the 
dogs were taught to remain beside the 
wounded men, barking to attract attention. 
But this method proved disastrous, as the 
barking attracted the attention of the 
enemy as well as the hospital attendants. 


Confusing Names. 


Since paraffin ofl, or mineral ofl, came 
into popularity a short time ago as a laxa- 
tive, this’ substance has been placed on the 
market under various trade names, each 
manufacturer coining a name for his partic- 
ular product. There are now more than 
fifty of these specially-named oils on the 
market, for each of which is claimed some 
special virtue by the manufacturer. There 
are “heayy” oils, “light” oils, “Russian” oils, 
and “American” oils, labelled with such 
names as “Interol,” “Semprolin,” “Whit- 
russ,” “Stanolax,” etc. 

The Council of Pharmacy and Chemistry 
has been investigating these various oils, 
and has reported that “the therapeutic re- 
sults from light and heavy, and from Rus- 
sian and American liquid petrolatum, are 
indistinguishable; that the selection of a 
light or a heavy variety is a matter of in- 
dividual preference, and that the prime 
consideration should be to secure a practi- 
cally odorless and tasteless product.” 

The official name of this mineral oll, as 
given in the United States Pharmacopela. 
is liquid petrolatum. So if one asks for 
this, he runs no risk of confusing a eupho- 
nious trade name with some other that may 
label an utterly different substance. 


First-Aid Ampuls. 


The use of some preparation of iodine as 
a first-aid dressing to wounds to prevent in- 
fections has become so popular that “first- 
ald ampuls,” containing the proper percent- 
age of iodine ready for application have re- 
cently been placed on the market. These 
ampuls are little glass bulbs with the neck 
surrounded by a rubber covering so ar- 
ranged that by squeezing the rubber the 
glass neck is broken, allowing the fluid--to 
be applied to the wound without staining - 


This kind 
skin surfaces is far superior to the various 
“liquid court plasters.” Indeed, these 
liquid’ plasters do the very thing that they 
should not do, namely, close the wound and 
exclude the air. Shutting out the air facili- 
tates the growth of the tetanus germ, which 
is the one most likely to cause disastrous 
results in wounds. A good dressing is a 
piece of gauze saturated with boric acid so- 
lution, and applied after the wound has 
been cleansed and treated with some anti- 
septic.

ONTEVIDEO (Uruguay.)—I came from 
M Argentina to Uruguay in @ night. 
The two countries are separated by 

the Rio de la Plata and the Rio Uruguay, 
and they both form a part of the great Pa- 
rana Basin, which is destined to be one of 
the mightiest food lands on God's fat earth. 
Argentina is far the larger and richer. It 
has more than fifteen times as much terri- 
tory, more than eight times as many people, 
and its capital city, Buenos Aires, is four 
times the size of Montevideo, where I am 
writing. Buenos Aires has, at least, 1,600,- 
000. Its people claim 1,800,000, and they 
say that it will have 3,000,000 by 1925.

The traffic is great, for the two cities 
represent not only their own population, but 
the countries of which they are the com- 
mercial, financial, political and social cen- 
ters. You might say that Buenos Afres is 
the Argentine and that Montevideo ts Uru- 
guay, as far as these things are concerned. 
Buenos Aires contains about one-fifth of the 
population of Argentina, and Montevideo 
has almost onethird of Uruguay living 
within its bounds. In addition to this, the 
citizens of Buenos Aires and Montevideo 


practically own the two countries, so that 


the story of each is not that of the city 
alone, but of the great industrial empire 
which lies behind it. 

I have already written of Argentina. That 
country is about one-third the size of the 
United States, but it has a great strip of 
mountains at the back and some deserts in 
the far south. Uruguay is not much bigger 
than Missouri and Connecticut combined, 
but it is rich all the way through. To use a 
merchant's expression, it is a yard wide 
and all wool, or, in the language of the 
butcher, it is a great chunk of tenderloin 
steak with the fat trimmed off round the 
edges. These comparisons are apropos. 
The country produces 100,000,000 pounds of 
wool every year, and it has. so many beef 
cattle that it ie now shipping meat to our 
American markets. 

Indeed, Uruguay is the smallest of all the 
South American republics. It is only about: 


one-fortieth the size of Brazil, which coun- 
try, by the way, is bigger than the whole of 
the United States proper. It is only one 
fourth the size of Chile, one-eighth av big as 
Venezuela and about oneninth the size of 
Peru. Ecuador comes next to it, but it 
could make Uruguay and have enough land 
to spare to equal a State as big as Iilinois. 
This gives you some idea of the area of the 
country. 

Situation of Uruguay. 


Now see where it lies! Uruguay is in the 
heart of the great bread lands of the south- 
ern part of this continent. It is a pocket of 
rich soil at the lower end of the Parana 
Basin. Upon the north are the wheat and 
cattle lands of Brazil, and on the west is 
the Argentine Mesopotamia, that great 
strip of fatness that lies between the Uru- 
guay and Parana rivers. On the east and 
south is the ocean, with the rich province 
of Buenos Aires on the opposite side of the 
Rio de la Plata. The country is almost rec 
tangular, and three sides of it are bordered 
by water. It has 700 or 800 miles of navi- 
gable waterways, and its character is such 
that it can be gridironed with railroads at 
a low cost. It has now 1500 miles and hun- 
dreds more are to be built. 

* The country is rolling. It is very much 
like Tilinois or Indiana, and its rivers and 
streams cover it with a network like the 
veins of a leaf. There are very few 
swamps. The land is well drained and the 
rainfall is just about right for corn and 
wheat and the raising of grass. Moreover, 
the climate is one suited to white men. It 
is much like that of our Southern States, 


-| without the cold winters. The grass keeps 


green all the year around and the cattle and 
sheep are turned out to chew for them- 
selves. There is not a barn in the whole 
country, and you travel hundreds of 
miles and not see a k or a feeding 
trough. 


And still there are flocks and herds every- 
where. The country nas at least 8,009,000 
cattle and 26,000,000 sheep. There are so 
many that if they were all hrovght together 
and equally divided among the people each 
family would have thirty cattie and 250 
sheep, and leave a lot of animals uver for 
good measure. The stock is not as fine as 
that of ive Argentine, Dut the country has 
been importing fine rams for years, and_it 
now brings in as many as 2000 pedigreed 
sheep in one year. Of late it has been im- 
porting fine bulls and a steady improvement 
of the stock is now going on. The chief 
business of the country is pastoral. Out of 
42,000,000 acres of land there are jess than 
700,000 in wheat, and the corn crop covers 
only 500,000 acres. The chief cereals are 
wheat, corn, oats and linseed, but the farm- 
ing is not well done and the yield per acre 
is far below that of our country. Uruguay 
raises some fruit, and it is now shipping 
grapes and wine to the Argentine. 

And just here I want to put in a warning 
to Americans who think they can come to 
this region and make fortunes with little 
work and small capital. This is not a land 
for the poor man of our country. The land 
is held im large blocks and the American 
Minister tells me that it is worth almost as 


j}much as good land in the States. There 
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railroads are bringing as much 
acre. The times are hard and 
will probably slump, but one would 
big tract to be equal to his neighbors, and 
he would be mighty lonesome if he were an 
American who did not speak Spanish and 
had to flock by himself. 

At present there are practically no small 
holdings. Something like 43,000 men own 
all the lands of the country and their prop 
erties are on the average almost 1000 acres 
each. Many of them have tens of thousands 
of acres and some have 60,000 and more.

Nevertheless, the possibilities of Uruguay 
are enormous. Its sofl is naturally as rich 
as that of Ohio and Indiana, and its size is 
almost as great as that of those States. It 
has 1,300,000 people while they have more 
than 8,000,000, and it Nes in the heart of a 
country which some day will be as thickly 
populated as the United States is now. The 
subdivision of the big estancias will make 
thousands of small farms and the countries 
about will offer a market for Uruguay's 
products. 

At present the most of the land is in a 
state of nature rather than one of inten- 
sive cultivation, but the government is 
alive to the bringing in of new seeds and 
new methids of farming, and it has agricul- 
tural experts from the United States and 
Europe studying the land on the ground 
and teaching the people how to make the 
most of it. 

Right here in Montevideo there is a bu- 
reau of seed examination where farmers can 
send their seed and soils to have them ex- 
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amined. The seeds are tested as to their 
| purity and their Stmess for the soll and 
advice is given as to the right seed to use. 
The government has also brought in dairy 
experts and it has established a number of 
model farms and experimental] stations 
where they are testing new plants and 
seeds. The Agricultural Department 
working along some of the lines inaugu- 
rated by the United States, and a steady 
improvement of farming conditions is bound 
to go on. The present administration is 
progressive and the President is so much 
so that he is charged with Socialism and 
has thereby become very unpopular with a 
large class of the people.

Among the other big things that are go 
ing on is the planting of trees, the inveati- 
gation of the mineral wealth and the or- 
ganization of statistical offices that will give 
crop reports and also information as to in- 
dustrials.

Out on the Farm. 


There are three places which California 
town boys should pretty generally be 
brought up in close contact with during 
their summer vacations. It will hardly be 
likely to combine the whole three in one 
season. We refer to the farm, the moun- 
tains and the beach. Of the latter two, one 
may be substituted for the other. The 
boys that are to do the very best work in 
life during the next twenty years are now 
out on the farms during their vacation, get- 
ting a foundation experience of the true 
source of life and industry, even though 


they may later follow commercial vocations. 


I have several friends who send their 
boys out regularly each season to the fruit 
districts with camping outfits. These boys 
strike northward for Bakersfield and 
Fresno or southward for Banning, Riverside 
and Hemet. Some go in autos, others with 
wagons, and others with a camping outfit 
upon the train. For a dead-in-earnest boy 
there is no better training possible. After 
the apricots and early peaches are out of 
the way, and it is just between the ripen- 
ing seasons of the different lines of fruit at 
which they get work upon the big ranches, 
the youngsters can slip into the mountains 
for a week of camping, hunting and trout 
fishing because the mountain fishing places 
are usually within one day's tramp from the 
valley orchards. The large orchards pro- 
vide excellent camping places, and the boys

have seen several young fellows follow this 
idea for several successive years and come 
through it stronger morally, physically and 
commercially. 


Increasing Productive Power. 


The young men and women who are not 
fitted. for the important problems of the 
new era in which they are going to be com- 
ponent parts will of course fall to the rear 
and become the waste dsiftwood.

Dropping Figs. 


The inquirer on this topic probably has 
a Smyrna fig tree, from general descrip- 
tion made. During June it is necessary to 
secure some fruits from the wild Capri fig 
tree and hang them in your Smyrna tree. 
The insect which assists in the fertilizing 
of the pollen lives through the winter in the 
Capri fruit. Some of your neighbors may 
'have a Capri tree, otherwise should 
plant one next year. Figs need but very 
little irrigation, and an oversupply of water 
often results in a root disturbance that 
causes dropping. 


Shade Cloth for Plants. 


The covering for orchards and garden 
plots often referred to as tobacco cloth, be- 
cause it is so largely used in the South, is 
not growing any in popularity at present, 
for orchard protection. About the only in- 
dustry which could stand the cost of $400 
an acre was lemons, and as the outfit has 
to be considerably repaired each year and 
wholly renewed every two to four years, it 
cannot grow rapidly in popularity. 

For winter vegetable gardens the cloth 
house already has a fixed place in Califor- 
nia and will be largely made use of in the 
future.

to get the long-time credit necessary for 
the acquirement of a farm. When the 
government was giving away quarter sec 
tions through the Middle West, this ques- 
tion was easily answered.

“If these young men go to work on a sal- 
ary.” says Dean Hunt, “and they ever earn 
enough money, to buy a farm they have 
reached an earning-capacity that it is un- 
wise to sacrifice. And what is more impor. 
tant, they have reached a time of life when 
it is mot advantageous either for their fami- 
lies or society that they should begin farm- 


ing. Popular tradition to the contrary 
withstanding, the farm is not a place 
turn to after a successful business life, 
rather a place to retire from after rearing 
successful family. 

“And,” he continues, “no race nor any 
portion of any race increases abundantly 
unless the children are a material asset. 

“Farming is the one great industrial occu- 
pation in the United States where children 
are of economic advantage. 

“The training which children obtain in 
thus contributing to the family income is a4 
factor of great importance to society. No 
equally efficient substitute for this training 
has yet been discovered. 

“In the long run it is of no particular 
advantage to any person to own a farm un- 
less he intends to raise thereon a successful 
family. 

“Eventually society will probably, for its 
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own protection, reserve the use of all agri

Hot Weather Precautions. 


a simple remedy is to provide the birds 
with good dust baths. Spade up a small 
area of friable soil, and the birds will do 
the rest. For a remedy against vermin in 


the house, we know of a breeder who 
powdered air-slaked lime, throws by 
handfuls against the roof and sides of his 


The lime dust soon settles over the entire 
interior, and whenever in contact with 
crawling things destroys them by suffoca- 
tion. What settles acts as a disinfectant 
and purifier. 

As often mentioned in these columns, 
shade is an essential in hot weather. That 
provided by trees is of course preferable, 
but artificial contrivances will serve. A 
simple frame, roof-shaped, with palm leaves 
thrown over it or pieces of old sacking can 
be provided at almost no cost at all. 

Don’t forget the green food in hot wea- 
ther. Already the vegetation is burning off, 
and fowl will require a corresponding vol- 
ume of greenery supplied artificially. 
Chopped alfalfa is ideal, but for variety 
give several kinds of vegetables at inter- 
vals. 

Gather eggs daily during warm weather 
and place in a dry, cool place. Go to mar 
ket often—twice a week—avoiding the heat 
of the day and also all rough traveling. 

Pure cool water is an essential to fowl 
prosperity in hot weather. Running water 
of course is best, but if supplied in drink- 
ing fountains, place them in a shady situa- 
tion, see that they are sanitary, and fill at 
least once a day: twice would be better.

When, after standing for six centuries on 
the Basilica of St. Mark's, the horses were 
hauled down by the Gallic invader and re 
moved on the order of Napoleon to Paris, 
they were placed on four pilasters before 
the palace of the Tuileries. Napoleon, in

himself driving a chariot to which the four 


horses should be hitched. He even gave 
the order for the work, and the horses 
were raised on the arch of the Tufleries.

The horses were immedi- 
ately started on their journey back to Ven- 
ice, where they arrived on June 13, 1815, 
the eighteenth anniversary of the day on 
which they had been carried off by the 
French.

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NOW A CLUBHOUSE. 

NLY a few miles from the heart of Los 

Angeles is located the oldest water- 

power flour mill in the West—a fact 
that is perhaps known to but comparative: | 
ly few residents of Southern California, to 
say nothing of the thousands of visitors 
who come here for sight-seeing and pleas- 
ure-seeking purposes. Our old Missions 
are always meccas of interest, and yet this 
old mill, which is of similar origin, and | 
was built more than one hundred years ago, 
has elicited but little attention. 

Removed about two miles from the San 
Gabriel Mission, of which it was built as an 
adjunct, the mill is located on the grounds 
of the new and fashionable Huntington 
hotel, and, after a somewhat varied and 
exciting career, it has developed far away 
from the purpose for which it was created 
into a sort of club house for this hotel's 
golf grounds. And, as the well-preserved 
remains of the first water-power flour mill 
~puflt in the West, it also has the further 
distinction of being perhaps the most unique 
golf clubhouse in the country. 

The well-known old San Gabriel Mission, 
the fourth Mission established in California, 
was founded in 1771. For several years, 
dating from 1806, it was in charge of Padre 
Jose Maria Zalvidea, an enterprising friar, 
and it was during his time, from 1810 to 
1812, that this flour mill was built. Prior 
to that time the old-style and extremely 
tedious metates, operated by a horse, were 
used exclusively for grinding the meal con- 


sumed by the Mission workers, and when 


this water-power flour mill was built it 
therefore became a great curiosity, it be 
ing the first of the kind, as already stated, 
ever constructed in this section. 

The old mill is still fairly well preserved, 
and by those who learn its history it is in- 
variably viewed with much interest and 
with a sort of feeling of reverence. Its 
walls are built of so-called Mission brick and 
adobe, and its especially well-preserved 
roof is of red tiles. The main portion of 
the building is twenty-four by fifty-five feet 
in dimensions, and in a sense it is two stories 
in height. The walls at the base are ap- 
proximately five feet thick, and at the top, 


in thickness to about three feet. The foun- 
dation is of stone and cement. 

The great arches in the front walls of 
the building mark the places where the 
water wheels were located, and in the rear 
of the structure are the old forebays, which, 
being twelve feet in depth, are funnel- 
shaped and cement lined. The water, to 
furnish the power, was conveyed to these 
forebays in ditches, and from the bottom 
of the forebays a narrow spout-flume ex- 
tended through the thick wall into each of 
the two wheel-chambers. The water poured 
through these spouts horizontally against 


by virtue of a gradual slope, they decrease 


the buckets of the water wheels, and thus 


was developed the power. Afterward the 


water flower away into a pond, from whence 
it was used again for power to operate a 
saw mill. The grinding stones, used in the 
mill at that time, measured about two and 
a half feet in diameter, and were from seven 
to eight inches in thickness. 

The old mill, however, never proved a 
very great success, because of its faulty 
locetion. Since it occupies a slight hill- 
side, and its west main wall was the wall 
of the forebays, the interior was invariably 
damp. Then, too, the wheel-chambers were 
so low that the strong head of water thus 
developed, striking the almost horizontal 
wheels, caused continual splashing, and the 
water would thereby gradually work up 
through the shaft holes to the mill bins 
and thus wet the four. Indian women were 
| kept constantly engaged in carrying away 
the meal to dry storerooms at the Mission, 
where it was bolted by a hand process. 
Because of these defects the mill was event- 
ually abandoned, and again the old metates 
came into exclusive use. 

From 1859 to 1879, twenty years, the old 
mill was occupied, having undergone cer- 
tain alterations, as a rather comfortable 
residence by Cci. E. J. C. Kewen, a member 
of the famous Walker flibustering expedi- 
tion, and an ex-AttorneyGeneral of Califor- 
nia. Later it became a bunk house, and 
now we find it serving as a golf clubhouse 
for a fashionable hotel. Its history has in- 
deed been crowded with many interesting 
incidents. 

In spite of its hundred years, save for 
a few small blemishes in its walls, the old 
building stands today in a fairly perfect 
state of preservation. From the bottom of 
ane of the forebays has grown a large tree, 
to help indicate its age.
